Conrad Straher, Meramec River 
sand dealér, was fatally shot by one 
of two tire thieves whom he pur- 
sued and overtook near Lemay Fer- | 
ry road, i: St. Louis County, last 
evening. Straher, after being 
wounded,. shot and killed his as- 
sailant, Joseph Carr, 16 years old, 
a Negro, of 2222 Carr. street, 8t. 
Louis. Straher died soon after- 
ward. Carr's companion, Robert 


Rogers, 18, a Negro, of 1329 Carr 
street, was arrested. 

Straher, 40 years old, lived at 
Imperial, Jefferson County, and 
was constable of Rock Township 
up to 1928. He had a wife and two 
small children. His place of busi- 
ness was at Hollywood Beach, on 
the Meramec, near Lemay Ferry 
bridge. 

Woman Saw Theft. ° 

About 6:30 last evening, Carr and 

Rogers drove toward the bridge 


from the south. A woman saw 
them stop and saw one go to An 
automobile, parked by the road- 
side, and remove two spare tires. 
She called for help, and the two 
drove away with the stolen tires. 

Straher, who was called by a 
boy, Jumped into his car and pur- 
sued the pair. He saw them turn 
into a side road, north of the 
bridge, and found them near some 
resort cabins, Rogers preparing to 
put one of the stolen tires on their 
Ford roadster in place of a flat 
tire. 

The only account of the ensuing 
occurrences is that which Rogers 
gave today as a witness at the 
Coroner’s inquest, held at Fendler's 
undertaking establishment in Lux- 
emburg. The inquest resulted in 
a verdict of justifiable homicide as 
to the killing of Carr. The two 
youths, Rogers testified, were on 
their way home from Dundee, 
Miss., and stole the tires at Carr’s 
Suggestion, because they were out 
ef money. 

Story of Killing. 

Rogers said Straher accosted 
Carr, who was standing near him, 
and asked where they got the 
tires. Straher, he said, then struck 
Carr twice on the head with his 
revolver. Carr reached in the ma- 
chine, got an old .38-caliber re- 
volver, and fired through the 
windshield at S§Straher, wounding 
him in the.chest below the neck. 

Straher fell, but raised himself 
on his elbow and fired at. Carr, | 
who had stepped out of the car 
and was starting to run away. 
Rogers saw his companion fall, 
shot through the back. 

Rogers ran to Lemay Ferry road 
and climbed on the rear of an oil 
truck, Persons in the vicinity of 
the shooting called Deputy Con- 
stable Anthony Fassler, and filling 
stationg along the highway were 
notified, by telephone that Rogers 
was being sought. At a garage at 
Mehiville, where the oil truck 
stopped, Rogers was seen by Mrs. 
Robert Maniey, who had just 
heard by telephone of the search 
for the fugitive. She called Deputy 
Constable Peter Lassauer from his 
home near by. “Where's the 
other?” he asked Rogers. “He's 
dead,” was the reply.

Says Mays Made Arrangements... 
Herbert related that President 
Mays had made the arrangements 
for moving the deposit department 
to its new quarters. Workmen were 
occupied from April 29 to May & 
moving the 17-ton . burgiar-proof 
door with its time lock through 
holes which they cut for the pur- 
pose in the walls of the bank and 
the adjoining Beers Hotel. 
“I made arrangements to guard 
the bank over that week end,” Her- 
bert said. “On Saturday and Sun- 
day nights, May 3 and 4, a son of 
Pat Hartnett, the neighborhood 
private watchman, was on the job, 
and on Sunday, our messenger, 
Vincent Nefflein, acted as watch- 
man. 
“Monday, May 5, I asked for a 
police detail to guard at night, The 
police told me: “We'll match you 
man for man.’ Jack Seufert, who 
solicits new accounts for us, 
brought in his brother, Max Seu- 
fert, and Mr. Mays hired him as 
night watchman. I never thought 
about the Sundays and the police 
didn’t say anything. If they had 
men here, they couldn’t have got 
inside the bank.” 


Why He Dropped Police Guard. 


As has been told, Herbert or- 
dered the police detail withdrawn 
three days before the burglary. He 
has since explained to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he did this be- 
cause he did not want to impose 
extra duty on the Police Depart- 
ment any longer than he thought 
necessary, and because he had con- 
cluded that Watchmen Seufert and 
Hartnett provided sufficient pro- 
tection. Seufert has related that 
he left the bank at 4:55 a. m. the 
morning of the burglary and Hart- 
nett has placed the time of his de- 
parture at 5:15 a.m. Later, a Ne- 
gro janitor and the vault custodian 
were seiged and bound by the rob- 
bers when they entered the bank. 
“T think that the burglary was 
committed by somebody who knew 
about the condition of the vault,” 
Herbert said. “It may have been 
someone who had a box or it may 
have been someone among the curi- 
osity seekers who were watching 
while the door was being moved. 
“I'm sure it was not anyone who 
works for the bank.” 


Kept Silence at First. 


Herbert was required to furnish 
bail last week after he refused to 
answer questions concerning his or- 
der to withdraw the police guard. 
At the time he said he did not care 
to answer because of the “‘possibil- 
ity of civil proceedings.” Several 
customers of the bank who lost se~- 
curities, cash and jewelry in the 
burglary have threatened to sue the 
bank on the grounds that its of- 
ficers were negligent in failing to 
provide proper safeguards, but so 
far no such petitions have been 
filed. ; 

Police Still Lack Ciew. 
Police Department officials re- 
ported no progress so far in their 
investigation of the crime. Chief 
of Detectives Kaiser is concluding 
his questioning of employes of the 
bank today and announced that he 
had obtained no information which 
might serve as a clew in establish- 
ing the identity of the robbers.

Thus far there have been no au- 
thoritative announcements from 
railroad ,quarters of an intention 
to take advantage of the situation, 
although a move in that direction 
would cause little surprise. Since 
1920, with trivial exceptions, the 
course of railroad rate adjustments 
in the United States has been 
downward.

30.491 POPULATION 
OF TWELFTH WARD 


Census Figure About Same as 
in 1920 When Area Was 
Much Larger. 


The Twelfth Ward, covering vir- 
tually all of the southeastern part 
of St. Louis known as Carondelet, 
has 230,491 inhabitants, it was an- 
nounced today.. In the 1920 cen- 
sus, .when the ward covered an 
area nearly 50 per cent greater, it 
had 30,931 inhabitants. 

It {is evident that Carondelet, 
particularly the major part now 
included in’ the Twelfth Ward, has 
experienced. a laige increase in 
population during the last decace, 
as had been supposed. 

Population of 15 of the city’s 28 
wards had been published previ- 
ously. Including the Twelfth Ward. 
the 16 now kncwn have 410,144 
population. Wards of the same 
designations, but somewhat varying 
territory, had 377.5384 in 19209. All 
ward boundaries were changed in 
1921. 

East of Grand boulevard, the 
northern boundary of the Twelfth 
Ward is virtually the same as in 
1920, extending in a jagged line 
from the river at Maeder street 
(5000 south) to Grand at Eller 
street (5400). The only change 
in this section was that the 
Twelfth lest four city blocks o 
the Eleventh Ward in 1921.

OHN RINGLING, one of the 
richest. men. in America and 
‘absolute czar of the circus, 
is perhaps the least known prom- 


‘linent figure in the land. Save in 


art galleries where he spends much 
time, he is rarely recognized by the: 
public. If recognized he is blush- 
ingly shy and hurries away. 

Ringling now owns practically 
all the railroad shows in the land 
—only three or four outside his 
control amount to anything. He is 
a brooding, Buddha-like figure— 
large in effect as well as in mass. 
His modest sensitivity precludes 
many intimate friendships, al- 
though he likes people. 

The circus king rarely goes to 
bed before 4 or 5 in the morning 
and does his most constructive 
planning after midnight. He dis- 
likes appointments and will not 
keep a date he can avoid.
